~ READY TO VENTURE 


Moment’s Notice — Crew 
Afraid of Allied Cruisers. 


Baltimore, July 19.—The German 
merchant submarine Deutschland, with 
every indication of being ready to sail 
at a moment's notice, was still lying 
at her pier here late tonight. 

Her officers and crew were aboard: 
her return cargo of nickel and crude 
rubber was. said to be all stowed and 
her fuel tanks had been filled with a 
fresh supply of petrol. 

At 11 o'clock the two spars of the 
submarine were taken down and the 
conning tower closed. Close at hand 
lay the tug Thomas F. Timmins with 
a full head of steam up. 

Objected to Newspaper Launch. 

In the vicinity of the submarine were 
numerous launches with agents of the 
Eastern Forwarding company and pa- 
trols aboard. These craft at 11:05 
o'clock hailed a newspaper launch and 
tried to induce the reporters to leave. 

“You're interfering with our plans,” 
the watchman said. 

Among the late events that tended 
to confirm the belief that the subma- 
rine was preparing to sail was the 
stowing of more than forty tons of 
fuel oil on the submarine late this aft- 
ernoon. <An official interested in the 
submarine’s activities earlier in the day 
sought to create the impression that 
the two tank cars of oil that had been 
run on to the plier where the Deutsch- 
land was berthed were intended for the 
second submarins merchantman that Is 
expected here soon. 

The stevedores who have been 'work- 
ing day and night for nearly a week 
putting aboard the return cargo of rub- 
ber and nickel were discharged this 
afternoon two hours before the usual 
time for the day shift to quit. 

Nets Are Feared. 

All shore leave for the crew of the 
Deutschland was stopped tonight: Ac- 
cording to stories told by friends of 
some of the submarine’s seamen, the 
latter have expressed deepest anxiety 
over the possibility of their failing 
victims to the allied cruisers reported 
to be awaiting the submersible off the 
capes—not from cannon but from dis- 
abled engines through being caught in 
nets which they fear will be stretched 
for them. 

“Entangled in these,. the submarine 
cannot escape,” a friend of the men 
was quoted as saying tonight. “Her 
engines will be crippled and it will bea 
slow and agonizing death to all on 
board. When the engines stop the 
lights will.go out and the air. will stop. 
That is what the men fear. They talk of 
it continually while with me at night 
and they ask every one to pray for 
them.” | ih Soy GA jee ay

To Name Good Men to Serve 
City in the General Council 


The prospect of becoming mayor of 
Atlanta ‘did not cause Asa G. Candler 
yesterday, when pressed by prominent 
citizens to seek the office, to forget 
that -his first duty is to his wife, who 
is now 4n ill-health. In giving out his 
Official statement, Mr. Candler stated 
he redlized his duty to the citizens of 
Atlanta if they should wish him for 
their mayor, but declared that his first 
duty was to his sick wife, whom he 
would soon take to a héalth resort, 
where they would remain until the 
middle of August. | ) ; 

When a committee of five prominent 
Atlantans called at Mr. Candler’s of- 
fices Wednesday morning, Walker 
White, his secretary, handed them.a 
letter, just written by Mr. Candler, in 
which he refused to run for mayor, due 
to the ill-health of his wife. 

The committee, consisting of H. S&S. 
Johnson, a prominent merchant; 
Charles T. Hopkins, lawyer; T. K. 
Glenn, manufacturer; Nym McCullough, 
wholesale producer, and J. K. Orr, man- 
ufacturer, insisted upon seeing Mr. 
Candler, and they told him that they 
wanted him to run for mayor, and that 
they would run him for mayor. 

Mr. Candler finally consented, and 
last night gave out the following state- 
ment to The Constitution: 

“IT have never held public office, nor 
have I had any desire to do so. I have 
yielded most reluctantly to the ex- 
pressed desire of a large number of citi- 
zezns of Atlanta, that I should now give 
up the duties of my business life to 


accept the position of mayor with all 


the heavy burdens that pertain to it on 
the one condition that the people of 
Atlanta want me to do so, expressing 
this desire by electing me without any 
importunity on my part. 

“While I greatly appreciate the good 


opinion of those of my fellow citizens 
who have urged me to consent to the 
use of my name in connection with the 
highest and most important office in 
the government of this good city, I 
would be unfair to them, and to any 
others who may share thelr good opin- 
ion of my capacity to serve them ac- 
ceptably, were I not to say that I am 
unfamiliar, except in a general way, 
with the duties of such office, having 
had no experience whatever in the con- 
duct of city affairs. 

“Should the majority of the qualified 
voters of the city in the approaching 
primary expréss their wish to have me 
serve them, I will undertake to famil- 
larize myself with every duty and ob- 
digation of the the office, and to the 
best of my ability, serve all the people 
of every station In accordance with iaw, 
and with the whole purpose of giving to 
this city the best work that I am capa- 
bile of rendering. 

“My wife is now sick. My first duty 
is to her. Under the instructions of 
her physician, I will take her to a place 
where it is thought she will be bene- 
fited. Performance of this duty to her 
will take me out of Atlanta until prob- 
ably the middle of August. 

‘Whatever may be the expressed wish 
of my fellow-citizens will be satisfac- 
tory to me. I wish to add but one 
word, namely, if they expect me to 
achieve the highest results it will re- 
quire that they at the time of this ex- 
pression, also name good men to serve 
in the general council. If I should be 
elected to the office of- mayor; I will 
need the best men that can be obtained 
to aid me in the administration of the 
city’s affairs. Without this character 
of assistance no mayor, however supe- 
rior his ability, can give to the city 
good and wise government.”

RUSSIAN ATTACK 
ON THE RIGA FRONT. 


Berlin, July 19.—(Via London.)—The 
Russians have been strongly reinforced 
along the front south and southwest 
of Riga at the northern end of the Rus- 
sian Jine and have been heavily at- 
tacking Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg’s forces there, the war office an- 
nounced today. The assaults, however, 
all failed, the Russians suffering un- 
usually severe losses. 

The official statement on operations 
on the eastern front says: 

“Army group of Field Marshal von 
- aeagge bey, South and southwest of 
Riga our brave regiments caused re- 
Pate attacks by the Russians, de- 
ivered with strengthened forces, to 
break down with extraordinarily heavy 
losses for the enemy. 

“Army group of Prince Leopold: The 
situation is unchanged. Numerous 
bombs were dropped with good suc- 
cess by our aeroplane squadrons on 
railway stations at Horedzieja and 
Pogorjilzy, and on the Minsk-Barano- 
vichi line which is filled with troop 
transports, 

“Army group of General von Lin- 
singen: In places the aftillery of the 
enemy was very active, especially on 
the Stokhod and to the west and south- 
west of Lutsk. 

“Army group of General von Both- 
mer: There were no special incidents.”

GERMANS ARE FORCED — 
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6 700 ITALIANS 
TAKEN BY TURKS 


Constantinople Reports a 
Great Victory in Tripoli. 
Success Also Claimed 
Against British. 


Constantinople, July 19.—Turkish 
troops have inflicted a severe defeat 
on the Italians in Tripoli, capturing 
6,000 men and 290 officers, besides cap- 
turning the towns of Misratah and Dje- 
jadid, according to an official statement 
issued by the war office today. The 
text reads: 

“Irak front: On the Euphrates sec- 
tor our volunteers and flying columns 
made a successful surprise attack on 
an enemy camp and his communica- 
tion line, capturing seven vessels ful- 
ly laden with provisions. 

“According to the latest advices from 
Rechad Pasha, he has defeated in the 
neizhborhood of Bassorah (Basra) 
English detachments and shot down 
and captured an English aeroplane. 

“Our operations against the Rus- 
Sians on the Persian front are de- 
veloping in our favor. 

“Reports of successful military op- 
erations against the Italians in Tripoli 
and against the British in western 
Egypt prove that Nuri Bey Pasha, who 
is directing the operations of the Ot- 
toman volunteers in those regions, is 
still alive and hag splendidly fulfilled 
his task, 

“During his last engagement with 
the Italians in the neighborhood of 
Misratah (on the Mediterranean in 
Tripoli), which terminated in the de- 
feat of the Italians, he captured 200 


efficers and 6,000 soldiers and twenty- 


four guns. Misratah and Djejadid are 
in the hands of the volunteers. Be- 
tween both places and the coast no 
Italians remain. 

“In western Egypt our volunteers 
have engaged in successful fighting, 
but no details are yet available.”

General Bliss, assistant chief of 
staff, is inspecting the entire border 
force. His first report came by tele- 
graph today from Mission, Texas. It 
follows: 

“Finished inspection Monday of 
lllinois and Wisconsin troops at Fort 
Sam Houston. Will mail report today. 
Finished inspection of Virginia and 
Illinois troops at Brownsville yester- 
day. Will finish inspection of New 
York, Indiana, Minnesota and Texas 
troops between Mission and San Benito 
by night of the 20th. Will mail re- 
port soon afterwards. 

“Have found camps in excellent san- 
itary conditions. Men are reasonably 
well sheltered and well fed. Have in- 
terviewed all regimental and company 
commanders, and taken down their 
statements by the stenographer.

Trenches Are Captured by 
the French—Germans Are 
Heavily Bombarding Ver- 
dun Defenses and Infantry 
Attack Is Expected. 


London, suly 19.—The British army 
today regained nearly all the ground 
lost to the Germans last night and 
early this morning. After violent Ger- 
man counter attacks had given them 
a footing in Delville wood and Lon- 
gueval, General Haig’s armies resumed 
the offensive and reoccupied their for- 
mer positions, 

The sanguinary' struggle began 
Tuesday after a German bombardment 
and an attack by heavy infantry forces 
which gave the Teutons parts of the 
village of Longueval and Delville wood. 

In counter attacks Wednesday the 
British succeeded in regaining most 
of the territory they had lost and in 
addition dispersed with their artillery 
fire a large body of Germans who were 
massing for another attack to the 
south of Delville wood. Hard fighting 
is still going on in this sector. 

To the south of the Somme the French 
report the capture of several German 
trenches. 

Around Verdun in the region of Hill 
304 and on the Fleury sector the Ger- 
mans are heavily bombarding the 
French positions, probably presaging 
the usual infantry attacks. 


BITTER STRUGGLE 
STILL IN PROGRESS. 


London, July 19.—The British troops 
have recaptured in the vitage ~of 
Longuval and Delville wood most of 
the. ground taken by the Germans 
Tuesday night, according to the British 
official communication issued tonight. 
Hard fighting is still in progress in this 
region. 

The communication says: 


“North of the Somme heavy fight- 
ing is still in progress in Longueval 
village and the Delville wood. In 
both these places we have already 
regained most of the ground lost last 
night, 

‘South of Delville wood this after- 
noon we dispersed with our fire a 
large body of Germans massing to at- 
tack the Waterlot farm from the ai- 
rection of Guillemont.” 

An earlier statement regarding the 
German attack on Longueval and Del- 
ville said: 

“The enemy’s attack last night, the 
beginning of which already has been 
reported, was directed against our new 
positions east of Bazentin Village. Very 
large German reinforcements had been 
colected for this attack. Afteran intense 
artillery fire the first assault was de- 
livered in dense masses at about 5:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. The fighting 
continued all night and was particu- 
larly violent in Delville wood. 

“After suffering very heavy losses 
the enemy succeeded in recapturing a 
portion of Delville wood and also ob- 
tained a footing in the northern out- 
skirts of Longueval. The Struggle in 
these areas is still violent. 

“Elsewhere the attack, 
three separate assaults on 
farm, completely broke down 
fire. 

“On the remainder of our front there 
were no events of importance.”

CONTINUES TO GR 


Fory-Eight Persons Known 
to Be Dead and Six Miss- 
ing—Graphic Story of De- 
struction of Bat Cave, and 
Chimney Rock. 


Additional bodies found Wednesday 
in widely separated districts of North 
Carolina brought the number of deaths 
from the recent floods up to forty- 
eight, with six persons missing and 
believed to be dead. 

Seven of the flood victims were 
drowned at Ronda, near Wilkesboro, 
in the overflow of the Yadkin river, 
They were in two houses cast ashore 
at Ronda, after having been washed 
15 miles from the point where they 
originally stood. 

The other deaths occurred in the Bat 
Cave and Chimney Rock section south- 
east of Asheville, where the Rocky 
troad river raged through a narrow 
valley Sunday, carrying everything be- 
fore it, and near Belmont, on the Ca- 
tawba river.

VILLAGES DESTROYED;

Asheville, N. C., July 19.—It was said 
tonight by a man who returned from 
the Bat Cave section that nine lives 
had been lost in the villages of Bat 
Cave and Chimney Rock, both of which 
were sald to have been almost destroy- 
ed in the flood Sunday. 

John T. Patrick, owner of extensive 
property interests in the Bat Cave sec- 
tion, in Rutherford county, arrived here 
today, bringing the first definite news 
of the disaster. He had come most of 
the way on foot and was clad in a mud- 
covered pair of overalis and had lost 
one’shoe. He said four of the known 
dead in that section were in the vil- 
lage of Kat Cave, and that the post- 
office, with about $500 worth of stamps 
and some government papers, had been 
swept away, as had many houses near 
the Rocky Broad river. The other lives 
were lost at Chimney Rock or near by. 
Mr. Patrick gave the list of known 
dead, which brings total deaths from 
Sunday's flood to forty-eight accord- 
ing to figures compiled here. The dead:

UNIONS AFFILIATE 


Committees Appointed to 
Work Out Combination, 
But Not to Merger, to 
Strive for Mutual Benefit. 


Macon, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—Del- 
egates from 130 counties, members of 
the Georgia Farmers’ union, assembled 
at the Hotel Lanier today and unani- 
mously decided to conduct the work of 
the union in affiliation with the Geor- 
gia Federation of Trades. 

The different branches of the labor 
federation were represented by J. H. 
Smith, a member of the legislative 
committee of the state federa- 
tion; Tull C:, Waters, member of the 
legislative committee of the B. of L. F. 
and E.; W. C. Puckett, of the Southern 
Labor Congress, and Louis P. Mar- 
quardt, president of the state federa- 
tion of trades. 

A committee from the Farmers’ union 
composed of T. G. Hudson, chairman, 
B. J. Wooten, Frank Dickson and Dick- 
ens, of Laurents, was appointed to con- 
fer with these labor union officials for 
the purpose of forming a _ resolution 
which would provide that the farmers’ 
union and these organizations combine, 
not merging the unions, but working as 
separate bodies for the same legisla- 
tion, which will be of mutual benefit. 
The report of the joint committee pro- 
vided for the appvintment of a joint 
legislative board, from the state-at- 
large, to be members from each organ- 
ization, the board to be organized and 
ready for work sixty days before the 
time for the next annual meeting in 
1917. 

Full Authority for Committees. 

This joint committee is to have full 
authority to adopt or reject any meas- 
ures favored by any one committee. It 
was also recommended that the presi- 
dent of the State Farmers’ union is- 
sue the call for the formation of this 
board. An amendment, which was 
unanimously adopted along with the 
Original provisions, provides that each 
organization represented in the affilia- 
tion be responsible for the expenses of 
the members of its committee in the 
joint committee. 

The farmers enthusiastically wel- 
comed the labor representatives as af- 
filiated members of their organiza- 
tion, and in return receivéd the un- 
qualified indorsement of the latter in 
any and all legisiation they are work- 
ing for as was shown in a letter read

LAFOLLETTE HIS. 
AT PREPAREDNESS 


Washington, July 19.—An attack by 
Senator La Follette on the general pre- 
Paredness program as the product of 
agitation by moneyed interests, aided 
by the metropolitan press, prevented 
a final vote in the senate today on the 
naval bill. The Wisconsin senator had 
not completed his speech when the sen- 
ate adjourned tonight and did’ not in- 
dicate how long he planned to continue. 
The general belief, however, was that 
a vote would be reached tomorrow. 

Most of today was taken up with an 
unsuccessful fight by Senators Oliver 
and Penrose on the section of the bill 
providing for a $11,000,000 government 
armor plant. By a vote of 51 to 17 
the senate defeated a motion to strike 
out the section and then voted down 19 
to 16, the Oliver amendment to refer 


trade commission for settlement. 
Increases Not Warranted. 

Senator La Follette contended vigor- 
ously that neither conditions confront- 
ing the nation nor the testimony given 
before the congressional naval com- 
mittee warranted the proposed navy 
increases, 

“A total of $844,000,000 is the load 
that goes on the bended backs of the 
American people,” he declared. “Why 
is this to be done? If it is necessary 
now, why was it not neceBsary four 
years ago? You knew then* what was 
the naval and military strength of all 
of the foreign countries. But the in- 
terests had not been appealed to then. 
Bethlehem Steel at 140 was not Bethle- 
hem Steel at 840. The interests behind 
this preparedness plan do not fear 
Germany or England. The plan merely 
fits into their imperialistic schemes.” 

The senator charged that men had 
been forced into preparedness parades 
under threats of having their wages re- 
duced. Working men in Washington, 
he said, had told him they marched 
in the demonstration here for that 
reason. The larger newspapers of the 
country, he declared, were influenced 
by the advertising of the “interests” 
behind the preparedness propaganda 
to devote most space to the testimony 
of witnesses before the congressional 
committee who favored preparedness. 


Newspapers Attacked. 


“A cheap skate of a business man 
can get a column and a half on the 
front page if he will boost prepared- 
ness,” he shouted, “but General Weav- 
er, who speaks against it, cannot get a 
line. These newspapers sell their edi- 
torial good will along with their adver- 
tising. It costs something to say that, 
but for some years I have stood ready 
to pay the price.” 

Senator La Follette quoted volumi- 
nously from reports of the committee 
hearings to prove that the navy is in 
better shape than preparecness advo- 
cates make it appear. He insisted that 
it is stronger than Germany’s navy, 
and pointed out that Germany, with a 
navy about half as large as England's, 
had been able to prevent an invasion 
of her territory.

LAND SWINDLING 
NN COBB CHARGED 


Local Real Estate Dealer 
and Negro Are Indicted by 
Grand Jury and Jailed at 
Marietta. 


J. F. Weathers, an Atlanta real estate 
dealer, and Alexander Ezzard, a negro, 
have been indicted by the present Cobb 
county grand jury on charges of for- 
gery, and both have been placed under 


arrest in Marietta. 

It is said that the indictments fol- 
lowed a sensational investigation Dy 
Solicitor General Herbert Clay, of Cobb 


county, which’ disclosed information 
that Atlanta real estate men and fi- 
nanciers are involved in a tremendous 
attempt at a land swindle. The negro 
is held under a bond of $5,000. 

Cobb county officials allege that the 
investigation of the alleged attempted 
iand ewindle has disclosed the fact 
that fake deeds had been made to over 
200 pieces of property in Cobb county, 
all of which is owned by Cobb county 
residents, and not by non-residents, as 
at first reported. 

The alleged ‘“‘fake’’ deeds to proper- 
ties are said to have been made by an 
Atlanta company and guaranteed Dy an 
Atlanta company. 

Neither one of these companies is 
listed in the local telephone directory, 
and no statement could be secured from 
them last night. 

The alleged aitempt at the land swin- 
dle was first disclosed by the arrest 
of Ezzard, who, it is charged, obtained 
alleged fake titles to property in Cobb 
county, guaranteed by Atlanta men, 
and then sold it to residents of Mari- 
etta and elsewhere. ‘The land is also 
said to be owned by the estate of the 
late Emmett Hight, although officials 
of Cobb county declare that the name 
of the Emmett Hight estate in connec- 
tion with some of the allewed fake deeds 
is a forgery.

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Work of Repairing Damage 
Caused by Flood Described 
By H. W. Miller, of Southern 


, 

“How a Great Railroad Meets Ca- 
lamity’ might well be the title of a 
story telling of the steps taken by the 
Southern railway to repair the damage 
done to its lines by floods in North and 
South Carolina,” said Vice President 
Henry W. Miller, of the Southern, who 
yesterday told how the Southern is 
rushing men and materials to repair the 
breaks in i-s lines. 

“It is in emergencies of this kind,” 
continued Mr. Miller, “‘that the strength 
of an organization is put to its hardest 
test and the organization is given an 
opportunity to show what it really can 
do. One of the advantages of a great 
railroad system is that in time of trou- 
ble it can reach out the long arm of or- 
@anization to distant points and draw 
on forces of men and accumulated ma- 
terials from widely separated points. 

Directed From Atlanta. 

“Consequently, while Atlanta is over 
200 miles distant from any point where 
we have flood trouble, this city has 
been one of the main centers from 
which the work of repair has been di- 
rected. Operating oificers and tele- 
@raph operaters have been on duty day 
and night in the Atlanta offices and 
ten special trains loaded with bridge 
Bangs, timber and various Kinds oi ma- 
terial, gwatheread from as Lar north as 
kXiome and as far south as Jesup on the 
Atlanta division, and trom the Birming- 
ham, Mobile and Memphis divisions, 
have been sent througn Atlanta to tne 
flood zone. These trains carried four- 
teen bridge gangs with 128 laborers, 
$1 camp cars tuily equipped for turnish- 
ing food and sleeping quarters to the 
@angs, 75 cars of bridge material and 
two plle-drivers. 

“It was about 3 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon when the situation became so se- 
Tious that it was recognized that it 
wouid be necessary to ask for help 
from Atlanta and the divisions south 
and west of here. Gangs were immedi- 
ately assembled and set to loading ma- 
terial. By Sunday night the first 

angs were moving to Atlanta, and by 
4 OclocK Monday morning the first re- 
lief train left Atlanta and reached the 
scene of trouble before the waters had 
receded sufficiently for repair work to 
be begun. Each of these gangs went 
fully prepared to take care of itself 
and the material was loaded so that 
each length of timber would be sent 
where it was needed.

PRESS CONVENTION 
GUES INTO HISTORY 


Weekly Press Convention 
Adjourns After Selecting 
Thomasville for the Next 
Meeting Place — Members 
Leave for Savannah and 


Tybee. 


After selecting Thomasville as their 
next meeting place and re-electing all 
old officers with the exception of the 
second vice president, which office went 
to Paul F. Callahan, editor of The De- 
Kalb New Era, and host of the conven- 
tion, the Georgia Weekly Press asso- 
ciation adjourned its business sessions 
here Wednesday morning. In the aft- 
ernoon they were joint guests with the 
Georgia legislators at a luncheon given 
by the chamber of commerce. They 
left early last night over the Central 
for their trip to Savannah and Tybee. 

Striking features of the session were 
the passing of a resolution favoring a 
state highway commission and ad- 
dresses by R.. L. McKenney, of The 
Macon News, and Judge H. C. Ham- 
mond. Judge Hammond's speech 
pleased the editors so much that they 
elected him an honorary member of 
the association on the spot, and invited 
him to address them again next year. 

The highway commission resolution, 
introduced by Editor Trox Bankston, 
of The West Point News, was passed 
despite parliamentary obstacles thrown 
across its path. On account of high- 
way commission bills pending in the 
legislature there was some opposition 
to the resolution on the ground that it 
was of a political nature. On the 
other hand, it was strongly felt that 
the association should go on record in 
the matter, and this belief finally over- 
came all objections. The resolution 
was amended to express the desire on 
the part of the editors that small coun- 
‘(ies receiving aid in their highway 
work should be protected in any action 
creating such a commission. 

Judge Hammond “Gets Revenge.” 

Judge Hammond began his speech by 
saying he had been a subscriber to 
seven Georgia newspapers for twenty- 
one years and that he was going to 
take advantage of his opportunity to 
get revenge and give the editors a lec- 
ture. He waded right in by accusing 
them of failing to appreciate the na- 
ture of the section in which they were 
Georgia he declared, is es- 

agricultural state, and it

into the columns of 
the weekly press. He declared that if 
the Georgia newspaper men would ap- 
preciate this and shoulder their respon- 
stbilitv the agricultural advancement 
in the state would be little short of 
marvelous. 

This work, however,

how the editors, by keeping in touch 
with the government and state agricul- 
tural experts, could publish agricultu- 
ral matter that would be legitimate 
news. New methods and. new prod- 
ucts, which were constantly being dis- 
covered, could be written up and spread 
broadcast over the state, and such 
articles as these, he declared, are of 
importance to the farmer and 
would find in him a invch more ready 
response than sensational stories, many 
of them happening in other states and 
sections, which had litile or ho con- 
nection with his daily life. 


Judge Carries Sample Case. 


Judge Hammond had a satchel full 
of various products which he declared 
would revolutionize agriculture in this 
state. Hie showed the editors sam- 
ples of soy bean meal, velvet beans 
and pinder meal and vats which he 
had raised himself. He told them how 
he, for a 2-cent stamp, had received 
from Washington enough iaformation 
to enable him to qualify as a hog ex- 
pert. 

Gilbert Leath, of Leesburg, Fla., re- 
cording secretary of the Florida Press 
association, addressed the convention 
and proposed that the Georgia and 
Florida associations hold a joint meet- 
ing, expressing the belief that such a 
gathering would more than double the 
strength of both associations. Mr. 
Leath’s proposal was favorably re- 
ceived and the secretary of the Geor- 
gia association was instructed to corre- 
spond with Mr. Leath concerning the 
matter. 

Another exceedingly interesting ad- 
dress was delivered by R, L. MeKen- 
ney, of Macon, who spoke on the in- 
creased cost of production and the 
steps necessary to meet this increase. 
Mr. McKenney declared that many ‘edi- 
tors of weekly papers failed to add up 
all the incidental costs of making az 
newspaper and in many cases were 
selling advertising at less than cost 
price. He advised a firm stand for le- 
gitimate prices, and, though acknowl- 
edging that it was hard at times to 
insist on these charges, insisted that 
such a policy was the only one that 
would win in the long run. 
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REV. ALBERT E. DAY 
PRAISED BY CLERICUS 


In appreciation and recognition of the 
work accomplished for his people, mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Clericus have ex- 
pressed the deepest regret over the 
death of the late Rev. Albert I[custace 
Day, one of the best known and most 
highly respected negroes of this city,,. 

The following statement in connec- 
tion with the minister’s death has been 
given out for publication by members 
of the Clericus: 

“Rev. Albert Eustace Day 
the town of Blackshear, Pierce county, 
Georgia, in July, 1866. His education was 
received at St. Athanasius school, Bruns- 
wick, Ga., and St. Augustines school, Ral- 
eigh, N. C. After studying theology in 
private under Rev. J. J. P. Perry he was or- 
dained deacon May 25, 1902, and priest in 
St. Paul's church, Atlanta, December 16, 
1904. Since that time until the day of his 
death he was engaged in the work of St. 
Paul's parish and the parochial school in 
connection with it, Atlanta; both of which 
he built up by his faithful work in num- 
bers and influence; he also largely in- 
creased the material fabric of both church 
and school. The school, which had started 
with forty pupils, has grown till it num- 
bered 200. 

“*Father Day,’ as he was called by his 
people, was devoted to the church, was 
modest and unassuming in his manner; he 
was broad in his charity, standing well 
with his own people and with the white 
people also, especially with the clergy who 
had come to know him and his worth. The 
simplicity of his life was marked and his 
genuine affection for the teaching and 
rinciples of the church enabled him to 
mpart a high conception of both religion 
and education to those who studied under 
him. 

‘In his death the clergy of the city and 
vicinity know that the church has lost an 
officer who was fitted to do a peculiar 
work in the Master's name and whose ef- 
forts were honest, sincere and conscientious 
in the fulfillment of his chosen task. 

‘“‘Hle died (as he had lived) in the midst 
of his work of heart failure while bathing at 
Fernandina, Fla., on the afternoon of June 
19 and his burial took place at Blackshear, 
Ga., where he was laid by the side of his 
mother in a service conducted by the bisho 
of the diocese, assisted by the Rev. J. J. N. 
Thompson.”

Bill Introduced in House to 
Make Savannah Termi- 


nus of the Line. 


Looking to the extension of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad to the 
sea, Representative W. H, Noy yester- 
day introduced a bill in the house 
providing for the extension of the state 
road to Savannah via Monticello, Mil- 
ledgeville, Sandersville, Swainsboro and 
Statesboro. Introducers of the bill with 
Mr. Key are Representatives Innis, of 
Baldwin; Harris and Taylor, of Wash- 
ington; Brown and Atkinson, of 
Emanuel; Wright and Lanier, of Bul- 
loch, and the Chatham delegation. 

The bill gives the Western and At- 
lantic railroad commission ample au- 
thority to deal with all matters involv- 
ing the proposed extension to Savan- 
nan and contains a ciause providing 
for the raising of a bond issue to cover 
the cost of construction. 

“The passage of this bill,” said Rep- 
resentative hey, “would permit Geor- 
gia to repeal her anti-paralleling law 
passed at the extraordinary session, 
which is contrary to every and all 
principles of Georgia's government and 
policies of the past, and wou!d further 
her progress in the ralircad industry, 
which will finally enhance her tax- 
able property many millions of dol- 
lars.” 

“Savannah is the only port of very 
general recognition of Georgia's coast,” 
continued Mr. Key, “and Georgia should 
concentrate her efforts to the develop- 
ment of a great seaport instead of 
establishing and poorly maintaining 
several smaller ones. There is not 
a single great port from Norfolk on 
the Atlantic around to New Orleans, 
but many small ones. We want and 
must have a port with recognition 
abroad—one that draws trade. Sa- 
Vannah, with her prestige of 153 years 
as a port and her strong and deveioped 
financlal backing and connections, is 
the logical place for the terminus of 
the state railroad.”

NEW COUNTY EXPENSE. 


In a 


communication published | today 


J. M. Cochran takes issue with this news- 
paper’s attitude against the general propo- 
sition of carving up the state into new coun- 
ties and putting additional burdens upon 
the people. 

In treating of the expense of the new 
county proposition in its recent editorial on 
“New County Madness,’ The Constitution 
dealt not with the expense incurred by the 
state treasury, but with the everlasting dig- 
ging into the pockets of Georgia taxpayers 
to build new courthouses and pay more 
officeholders. 

If the expense upon the state treasury 
were the only thing involved in new county 
creation there might be less objection to it 
upon that score; but when a new county 
measure is once passed, the unending ex. 
pense attached to it is just begun. First, 
there is a new courthouse which must be 
built either by direct taxation or a bond 
issue, and then some score or go of new 
officeholders are added to Georgia's many 
thousands whose salaries the people must 
pay year in and year out for all time to 
come. 

When comparatively few counties in the 
state today are able to contribute suffi- 
ciently to the maintenance and upbuilding 
of their public institutions, particularly 
education, it does seem very much of a 
travesty to ask the people to go into their 
pockets to pay a new army of officeholders 
that are not needed anywhere from $1,000 
to $5,000 a year each. 

Shall we go on creating new offices and 
adding them to the great officeholding bur. 
den which the people of Georgia already

The Constitution does not hold that all

We know 
from experience in business that consolidated 
management means better and more effi- 
cient management. Instead of that, for the 
last ten years Georgia has been dividing up 
until she threatens to rival Texas, four 
times -her size, in the number of county 
divisions. 

In the interest of efficiency and economy 
it is time to call a halt! 


EXEMPTION OF ENDOWMENTS. 

As the house of representatives is at 
present constituted there is but a handful 
of votes, scarcely more than half a dozen, 
between the bill for the exemption from 
taxation of college endowments and its sub- 
mission to the people for their approval as 
an amendment to the state constitution. 

Having already won favorable considera- 
tion from the people, it is difficult to see 
why there should remain any opposition 
whatsoever in legislative halls. Georgia 
newspapers all over the state have given 
their cordial and enthusiastic indorsement 
to the bill. The Constitution quotes today 
from a number of these, strongly advocat- 
ing the measure and giving substantial rea- 
sons why the legislature should pass it. 

“Strike this shackle from the colleges of 
Georgia,” savs The Walton Tribune, while 
The Telfair Enterprise points out that the 
law can make no difference one way or an- 
other with negro institutions, because their 
endowments are held in other states and 
not amenable to Georgia taxation. The 
Washington Reporter declares that col- 
leges increase taxable values and the state 
wins by it. Others show that Georgia and 
Florida are the only remaining states in the 
union which continue thus to burden edu- 
cation. 

The bill has passed the senate and has 
back of it the vast majority of the house 
membership. It is a question simply and 
solely of submitting it to the people of the 
state, and submitting to them a proposal 
they went and are ready heartily to indorse. 

If there were doubt about it, and it was 
a matter likely to split the state into fac- 
tions, then the legislature might well stop 
and think about it.

; a matter of fact, according to fig- 
ures furnished us by Mr. Knox T. Thomas, 
Civil engineer of this city, Treutlen only 
takes 127 square miles and leaves Montgom- 
ery 248 square miles. 

The taxable values left Montgomery will 
be enough to produce sufficient revenue to 
Operate the county, and there will be ample 
to sustain the proposed county of Treutlen. 

We leave Montgomery public property, to- 
wit: Courthouse, jail, poor farm and road- 
working outfit, valued at more than $95,000, 
all paid for from direct taxation, Montgom- 
ery not being bonded for one dollar. 

On January 1, 1916, Montgomery county 
would have been out of debt and had a sur- 
plus in the treasury, had all taxes due at that 
date been collected, and anyone familiar with 
county government knows most of the coun- 
ties ‘Spend throughout the year in. road 
working, courts, ete., their anticipated reve- 
nue from taxes, and, therefore, at this time 
there appears an indebtedness of approxti- 
mately $15,000 on Montgomery; however, suf- 
ficient levy will be made for Montgomery to 
begin the new year with a clean sheet. 

Recommended by Grand Juries. 

Three grand juries of Montgomery coun- 
ty, to-wit: May, 1915: August, 1915, and May 
1916; also a majority of county commission- 
ers and county officials, have recommended 
the creation of this new county, and three 
representatives have been elected from Mont- 
gomery county favoring this new county 
proposition. The people want this county 
created, and I dare say 95 per cent of those 
living in that part of Montgomery being in- 
cluded in the proposed new county, and 50 
per cent of those left in Montgomery are 
favorable to its creation. 

Montgomery county is 47 miles long, north 
and south, and Mount Vernon, the county 
Seat, is 27 miles from the northern line, and 
there is no railroad from the proposed sec- 
tion of Treutlen to Mount Vernon, therefore 
people from this section can not goto Mount 
Vernon and back in the same day except by 
automobile and it so happens that only about 
l per cent of the citizezms of Montgomery 
own automobiles or Fords. 

Treutlen will have more area than sixteen 
other counties and Montgomery more than 
about forty-two counties in Georgia. 

About the only developed opposition to 
the creation of Treutlen is from the news- 
paper, bank, two attorneys and one or two 
officers of the county seat, and those knuw- 
ing the situation can best judge their mo- 
tives. 


Why Tax Rate Is High. 

It is true Montgomery's tax rate for 1915 
was $22 on the $1,000: of this, however, $5 
a thousand goes to the state and $3 a thou- 
sand to supplement the public school funds, 
. and, therefore, the county rate is only $14, 
1 excessive, we admit, but Montgomery is 
spending twice as much money for road 
working in proportion to public road mileage 
than any of the adjoining counties.

Tax Equalization Repeal 
Measure Is Next on Calen- 
dar and Then Comes High- 
way Commission. 


After passing, 144 to 21, the amend- 
ed bill of, Representative J. H. Ennis, 
of Baldwin, appropriating $50,000 to 
the Georgia Normal institute at Mil- 
ledgeville, with which to build a new 
dormitory, the house yesterday morn- 
ing launched upon the debate of the 
Cooper, of Ware, bill to permit women 
to practice law in Georgia, and ad- 
journed at 12:30 o'clock with Repre- 
sentative Beck, of Murray, on the floor 
speaking in the measure’s behalf. 

When the house convenes this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, debate upon the 
woman lawyer bill will be resumed. 
After the measure is voted upon the 
reconsideration of the rules commit- 
tee report to assign the tax equaliza- 
tion law repeal bill to a place on the 
calendar as a special and continuing 
order will be taken up. This matter 
is set as a special order for this morn- 
ing, and has precedence over any other 
business before the house, save what 
may be pending as unfinished from 
today, which is woman lawyer bill. 

Highway. Commission Leggslation. 

Following the tax equalization repeal 
measure, which promises to be hotly 
contested on the floor, set aS a Spe- 
cial continuing order, is next the legis- 
lation looking to the creation of a 
state highway commission. Friends, 
respectively, of the four pending bills, 
all to the same specific purpose, hope 
this proposed legislation will be reach- 
ed today, but the likelihood of its com- 
ing to a vote before adjournment for 
the day is remote. 

Copies of the four bills, with the 
Jones, of Coweta, amendment to the 
Turner bill. and of the federal rural 
post-roads act, have been printed, and 
Wednesday were placed on each rep- 
resentative’s desk. 

Immediately after the house conven- 
ed Wednesday Representative Knight, 
of Berrien, moved for a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote by which his bill to 
create Cook county was defeated last 
Thursday, and that the bill be reas- 
signed to a place at the heel. of the 
ealendar. This was carried by a large 


vote. 

The house was called to 
Representative Blackburn, of Fulton, 
because Speaker Burwell was out of 
the hall hunting for his ebony gavel, 
which was mysteriously missing. The 
speaker returned presently, and an- 
nounced his loss to the house, and said 
that any light as to where his gavel 
had gone would be greatly appreciated. 

Gavel Is Found. 

This prompted Iienry Fullbright, 
of Burke, to rise and svzgest that “may- 
be those people who came up here 
after the capital took the gavel back 
with them to Macon. At that juncture 
the missing emblem of authority was 
brought forward by one of the por- 


ters. 

The Ennis bill, 
priate $60,000 for the normal school 
dormitory, but cut to $50,000 by the 
appropriations committee, was then 
taken up by the house in committee 
of the whole and passed. Debate upon 
it was limited to 380 minutes. but hard- 
ly that much time was consumed be- 
fore the vote was taken. 

Speaking for the bill were its author, 
who accepted the committee amend- 
mént, Hutcheson, of Turner, and Yeo- 
mans, of Terrell. There was no op- 
osition on the floor. Vuring his speech 
fr. Yeomans declared that the house 
will ‘bbe asked to enact similar legisla- 
tion in behalf of various other educa- 
tional institutions of the state, “and I 
want to see them all carried.” 

The debate on the bill to permit wom- 
en to practice law in Georgia, so far 
as it progressed, was an admixture 
of seriousness and levity, and was fre- 
quently punctuated with witticisms and 
repartee. It was opened by the au- 
thor of the bill, Representative Cooper, 
of Ware. 

Cooper, while speaking, was inter- 
rupted by Davidson, of Putnam, with a 
question as to some legal aspect of 
the matter, when Cooper replied: 

“Tam not a lawver, and I can’t an- 
swer that as a lawyer. but the gentle- 
man from Putnam is a lawyer, and it 
should not be necessary for him to ask 
guch a question.’ 

| “By What Authority?” 

Thereupon Fullbright, of Burke, arose 
and said: 

“I should like to ask the gentleman 
from Ware by what authority he makes 
the statement tbat the gentleman of 
Putnam ‘is a lawyer.” 

Later Fullbright himself, while 
speaking for the bill, was asked by 
Davidson “by what authority the gen- 
tleman from Burke essays to speak as 
a lawyer.” 

“I have a certificate,” retorted Full- 
bright, “which was presented tu me 
by the court in 1904, entitling me to 
practice the law, and attesting that [ 
then was found to be of good moral 
character.” 

He was interrupted again by (Con- 
nor, of Spalding,. who had _ = spoken 
against the bill and who asked: 

“If this bill becomes a law, is there 
anything in it to prevent negro wom- 
en from practicing in our éourts?” 

“Well, no,” replied Fullbright, “2 
don’t know that there is, any more 
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are soon going to cost from 
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diamond. booklet and cata- 
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Write or call for our 1916 
booklet, “Facts About Dia- 
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than there now is no bar to negro men 
practicing law.” 

“But,” he added, as an afterthought, 
“I don’t apprehend that there will prob- 
ably be enough negro women in the 
practice of law in our courts to greatly 
endanger the practice of the gentleman 
from Spalding.” 

While Cooper was speaking for his 
bill, Stark, of Jackson, asked him: 

“Does the gentleman think it would 
be proper for women to sit in the 
courthouse and hear everything said 
there?’ 

“Just as proper,” replied Cooper, ‘for 
her to sit in the court room as a prac- 
ticing lawyer as to eit there as the 
stenographer of a practicing lawyer.” 

Connor Opposes Bill. 

In his speech against the bill—the 
only speech made against it, by the 
way—Representative Connor declared: 

“Should you ever grant the women of 
this great state the right to become 
lawyers and to practice in our courts, 
you ‘will find that they will soon for- 
get how to become good mothers and 
take care of their homes and families. 
I tell you, gentlemen, the place for the 
woman is in the home and by the fire- 
side—not in the courts.” 

Dorris, of Crisp, asked him !f it were 
not a fact that prior to 1877 the consti- 
tution of Georgia gave women the right 
to practice law. 

“T wasn't practicing law prior to 1877 
myself,” replied Connor, “and, there- 
fore, I don't know.” 

“Would the profession be endanger- 
ed,” asked Cooper here, “if the wom- 
en were permitted the right to practide 
law—-in the gentleman's opinion?” 

“I'm afraid,” answered Connor, “‘that 
the whole business would be endanger- 
ed-—-the profession, the courts, the 
homes and all.” ; 

Representative Knight asked him: 

“Is the gentleman afraid that, with 
women practicing law, men might be 
asked questions on the witness stand 
they would not like to answer in the 
presence of their wives? Is he afraid 
he would be?’ 

“That is true,” said Connor. “As for 
myself, 1 would not only have to leave 
the witness stand, I’m afraid, if cer- 
tain questions were asked me, but I 
would have to leave the whole co. rl- 
house.” 

. Sacrifice of Dignity. 

Shuptrine, of Chatham, asked him 
if he thought that “it would be any sac- 
rifice of a woman’s dignity, or lower 
her sphere to be a lawyer herself, any 
more than it is or does now for her 
to be a lawyer's stenographer and a 
lawyer's under-dog?” 

“{f want to say,” shouted Connor, 
“that any man who would marry a 
woman who has qualified to practice 
law, and let her earn a living for him, 
is not entitled to a dog's respect and 
is under a dog himself.” 

Knight, of Berrien, agked: 

“Does the gentleman think it any 
worse or any more beneath a woman's 
dignity to educate herself and prepare 
herself for the practice of law than it 
is for her to prepare herself to prac- 
tice the profession of nursing’ sicx 
men?” 

Connor brushed the question aside by 
declaring that “the profession of nurse 
is one of the noblest professions in the 
world.” 

In his speech to the house Fullbright 
began by saying: 

“You hear no hue and cry that you 
have robbed the home of its protec- 
tors and mothers, and our children and 
firesides of the guiding hand of the 
mother because women are permitted 
to engage in nursing, the practice of 
medicine and practically every other 
profession than the law. You hear 
nothing of this wail about women neg- 
lectine the fireside because they are 
permitted to teach in our schools. You 
hear none of this stuff about the low- 
ering of woman's dignity because she 
is allowed bv law to slave for a mere 
living in a dressmaker’s shop or in our 
factories. | 

“What is too good, or too bad, as the 
case mav be. for a woman to do, so 
long as she is trving to earn an hon- 
est living for herself and her chil- 
dren”? Nothing, gentlemen, under our 
present law, except the practice of 
what I consider the noblest profession 
of them all. 

Just Inconsistency. 

“This whole ‘business—this oppost- 
tion to women being allowed to prac- 
tice law, grows out of the old. heredi- 
tary ideal of the sanctity of the wom- 
an—-which I commend and respect as 
highly as any man; but which is used 
by men who are inconsistent. They are 
shrinking at the thought of ‘ladies’ 
coming into our courthouse and mixing 
with us men and our clients ‘and wit- 
nesses as lawyers, and yet say it’s all 
right for them to work for lawyers in 
the courts and in the offices. 

that if woman is permitted 

as a lawyer's stenographer, 
and do the work of a lawyer—which 
many of them do—they should be li- 
censed to charge for their services the 
same as men do for the same work. 

“Gentlemen, under this bill, you don’t 
take anybody out of the home; you 
simply broaden the field and the oppor- 
tunities of those women who do have 
to get out into the world and earn 
their own living, and who aspire to an 
honorable position at the bar and in 
the world.” 

Mr. Nunn, of Houston. asked Full- 
bright if he did not think the Georgia 
bar association should not recommend 
this bill to the legislature before it 
should. ‘be acted upon. 

“I do not,” replied Fullbright. “TI 
never saw anvthing vet that the bar 
association of Georgia has recommend. 
ed to this legislature that I would sup- 
port——and [I am a member of both 
bodies.” 


PERSONS SCHOOL TAX 


DEBATED BY SENATORS 


Senator Stovall Leads Way in 
Defeating Special Order 
for Boykin Bill. 


The entire session of the senate was 
spent yesterday morning in arguing 
the merits and demerits of the Persons 
bill placing a constitufional limit of 2 
mills on the amount to be appropriated 
by the state each year to the common 
school fund. When the senate adjourn- 
ed at 12:30 to attend the barbecue ten- 
dered by the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce the senators were in a heated 
controversy. 

Senator Stovall, a bitter opponent of 
the measure, asked Senator Turner, 
another of its adversaries, “Was not 
this bill introduced in order to sty. gh- 
en the tax equalization act of 19Ts?’ 

President UG. Ogden Persons, the au- 
thor of the bill, who had left the chair 
to advocate the passage of his meas- 
ure, resented this imputation, and, 
jumping to his feet to a point of per- 
sonal privilege, exclaimed, “I resent 
and repudiate any such suggestion. 
This bill was introduced by me on its 
own merits and has no connection 
owe with the tax equalization 

i 7 

Senator §tovall strove in vain to 
make a reply to President Persons, but 
he was unable to obtain the floor be- 
fore the hour of adjournment was 
reached. Wednesday was the third 
day that the two Persons bills, one lim- 
iting the state appropriation to the 
common school fund to 2 mills on the 
dollar, and the other requiring each 
county to levy a local school tax of 2 
mills for the support of the schools, 
have been before the senate. 

President Persons introduced an 
amendment to his state appropriation 
bill which will raise the constitutional 
limitation of the amount the state may 
appropriate to the common schools 
frem 2 to 2% mills. 

.Determined not to allow the rules 
committee of the senate to set any leg- 
islation ahead of his bill providing for 
the repeal of the tax equalization act 
of 1913, Senator Stovall, of the thir- 
tieth district, succeeded in passing his 
motion by a vote of 19 to 14 to dis- 
agree to the report of the rules com- 
mittee setting the Boykin school hook 
bill as a special order for Wednesday. 

Senator Stovall stated that he was in 
no way moved by any opposition to the 
Boykin bill, but that he was unalter- 
ably opposed to the dictatorial manner 
on which the fules committee of the 
senate was setting legislation as spe- 
cial orders while his bill and bills: of 
many other senators were relegated to 
their regular places on the calendar. 
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Committee Urged to Accept 
Bowdon as a State College 


The house committee on education 
yesterday gave a hearing to the edu- 
cators and officials of Carroll county 
on the bill for the state to take over 
the college in Bowdon as a co-educa- 
tional institution to be known as the 
West Georgia Normal college. Ac- 
tion on the bill was deferred. 

Representative Beck, of Carroll, said 
that the college in Bowdon, which has 
been equiping good me never since it 
was established in 1856, is a worthy in- 
stitution for the state to take over. 

H. J. Reeves, a trustee of the state 
university, said that there are in Car- 
roll county 10,000 children of school 
age, and that teachers must be provided 
for them. 

‘It is farther from our section to 
the university at Athens than from 
Verdun to Tipperary,” said W. H. Mil- 
liken, ordinary of Carroll. ‘‘The school 
for women at Milledgeville is not able 
to take care of 40 per cent of the ap- 
plicants for admission.” 

The members of the committee were 
hesitant about taking over institutions, 
and Dr. Walker, while he declared him- 
self in favor of educational advance- 
ment, thought that another bill before 
the committee would take care of bet- 
ter education for children in remote 
districts. 

The bill referred to is one by M. J. 
Smith, of Dade county, to establish 
state high echools in counties. The 
bill as it stands will provide that when 
a county offers $1,000 to get a school 
the state will appropriate the same 
amount, and if a county does not qual- 
ify’ in three years after the act goes 
into effect the appropriation for it will 
go pro rata to the counties which have 
qualified. The location of the school 
will be left to the board of education, 
composed of the governor, the state 
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treasurer and the commissioner of east 


ucation, and will be in the community 
offering the best inducement in lands, 
buildings and interest. The bill was 
given to a subcommittee of Represent- 
atives Adams, R. J. Arnold and Steele. 
Favorable recommendation was given 
the bill of Senators Holden and Burn- 
side to take over Alexander Stephens 
institute, and the Moon bill for uni- 
formity of text-books, but the bill in- 
troduced by W. H. Key, at the request 
of Professor Brittain, to allow towns 
and cities to levy taxes for school pur- 
poses, higher than those allowed by 
the county, was referred to a commit- 
tee to look into its constitutionality. 


SALARY INCREASE. 


Bill Would Increase Pay of 
Superior Court Judges. 


Representative Conger, of Decatur, 
yesterday introduced a bill in the house 
which would amend the constitution 
in such a way as to lengthen the terms 
of superior court judges in Georgia to 
eight years. He introduced a compan- 
ion bill increasing their salary from 
$3,000 to $5,000. This would involve 
an amendment of the civil code of Geor- 
gia. 

Representatives Findley, Roberts and 
Dorsey introduced a resolution to ap- 
propriate $2,500 to defray the expenses 
of house committees on inspection 
trips to public institutions. 

A resolution was introduced trans- 
ferring to the account of capitol and 
grounds fund $2,238, paid last year to 
the committee appointed to investigate 
the shortage of E. E. Holcombe, for- 
mer clerk in the capitol and grounds 
department. The amount had been paid 
by P. B. Latimer, keeper of buildings 
and grounds, to replace the shortage. 


GOVERNOR SIGNS BILL. 


First Measure of Present Ses- 
sion to Receive O. K. 


When Governor Nat E,. Harris yes- 
terday signed the house Dill ‘which 
passed both branches of the general 
assembly, authorizing Savannah's free- 
holders to hold an election to vote on 
& proposal of a special school tax levy 
the first legislation of the present ses- 
sion to become law was written into 
the statute books. 

The bill from the day of its intro- 
duction had little opposition, and in the 
house when it was passed the only vote 
-against it was that of Blackburn, of

Half-Dollar Baseball. 


Almost any sport—even a Marathon 
race—can draw a crowd when no ad- 
mission is charged, but the true test 
comes when the public is asked to 
dig wp the old mazuma. Baseball 
was first put to that trial fifty-seven 
today, July 20, 1859, when 
game at which admission 
was charged was played on the fa- 
mous old Fashion race track on Long 
Clubs representing New York 
and Brooklyn were the contestants, 
nearly fifteen hundred people 
half a dollar a head to see the 

From that time the practice 
of charging admissions became gen- 
eral, so far as the leading clubs were 
concerned, but the usual price was 10 
and it was rarely that more 
than a quarter was charged for the 
biggest games. In 1866 a high-water 
was set when nearly two thou- 
fans paid a dollar to see a de- 
contest between the old Phila- 
Athletics and the Brooklyn 
Half-dollar baseball did 
an institution until 1869, 
Cincinnatt Red Stockings 
that tariff for all impor- 
games.

following statement to the general as- 


sembly yesterday: 

To the General Assembly of Georgia: There 
are now pending before your body two bills 
which. in a financial way, mean more to 
the people of this state than any other leg- 
islat‘on you will ever have an opportunity 
of passing upon, without it be other legisla- 
tions looking to the same end. 

The bilis to which I refer are’ bills Nos. 
797 and S806. One of which enlarges the 
powers of the commission charged with the 
disposition of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, and authorizing that commfssion when 
a satisfactory proposition is submitted to en- 
ter into a contract for the extension of the 
state railroad to the sea.

New Orleans Sags 10 to 12 Points, 

New Orleans, July 19.—A soft tone 
developed in the cotton market today, 
bearish traders becoming aggressive 
and furnishing a supply of contracts 
which the future ring found difficulty 
in absorbing. The feature of the ses- 
sion was the weekly crop and weather 
reports from the government, issued 
at Il o'clock. Prior to that time the 
trade was inclined to buy on the idea 
that the reports would be extremely 
unfavorable, but after they were read 
offerings increased on the claim that 
they were not as bullish as expected. 

In the early trading prices rose 5 
to 7 points, but by noon the advance 
was lost and the market stood 4 to 6 
Points under yesterday's close. Late 
in the day the decline was widened to 
11 to 12 points and last prices were 
within a point of the lowest. 

The selling was generally attributed 
to professional interests and many 
brokers claimed it was stimulated by 
lack of interest in the situation on the 
long side rather than to any favorable 
impression derived from the weekly 
crop accounts.

JULY HAS PROVED 


Much Damage Done to the 
Crops as Result of Con- 
tinued Wet Spell, Reports 
Wether Man. 


“April showers in July,” is the way 
Forecaster C. F. von Herrmann, local 
meteorologist, talks about the rain for 
the past several days. “The shower 
yestérday was not at all unusual. The 
rainfall, according to our instruments, 
was about .50 of an inch. This is what 
we term a very light shower. It seems 
to have been gréater in different parts 
of the city, particularly on the north 


side. 

“Our forecasts show continued daily 
showers for the next several days. Con- 
ditions are very unsettled in the south- 
ern states. There is general rainfall. 

The official bulletin issued by the 
local bureau states that the weather 
will continue cloudy today with prob- 
able thundershowers. 

Temperatures the Same, 

Temperatures Wednesday remained 
at about the same mark as for the past 
several days. The highest recorded 
Was $2 degrees and the lowest showed 
74 degrees. 

Forecaster von Herrmann stated fur- 
ther that there is no indication of any 

robable storm for Atianta or vicinity 
n the next several days nor does he 
know of any probable storm on the 
way. 

During the month rain has fallen 
on every day with the exception of the 
second and thirteenth. This makes sey- 
enteen days of rainfall during July. 
Five more days of rain will equal all 
previous records in Atlanta and six 
more will break all past performances 
in this line. 

The average number of rainy days 
for July is set at twelve, according to 
offictal figures. The record thus far 
has been broken. 

The storm Wednesday seemed _ to 
center over Peachtree and West Peach- 
tree streets. The rainfall in this im- 
mediate territory was heavy and the 
streets were transformed into rivers. 
Water filled the streets and a stream 
level with the curbstone ran down 
these prominent residence streets. New 
paving, being laid, was in several] in- 
stances washed away by the water. 

Traffic was stopped for an hour on 
the Peachtree car line. Members of 
the press association who were bound 
for the chamber of commerce picnia 
at Lakewood were held up when a car 
jumped the tracks when half way to 
the fair grounds, and blocked the way. 
The track was slippery and once the 
car got off the track and into the mud 
it was necessary to call the trouble car 
to get it back on the tracks. 


Rain Damages Crops. 


Damage to crops has been reported 
from the rain of the pgst two weeks. 
Excessive precipitation h:as caused farm 
lands to become grassy. In some dis- 
tricts cotton is said to be showing a 
heavy growth with small bolls. It is 
reported that damage by the boll wee- 
vil is increasing in the southwestern 
part of the state. 

Peaches’ and melons are sutfering 
from the rain, but shipments continue. 
Peanuts, sweet potatoes and corn are 
reported as doing nicely, but needing 
cultivation. Pasture lands are receiv- 
ing the benefit of the rain and hay is 
growing fine. 

Low lands in the southern part of 
the state are reported as under water 
with subsequent crop damage. In some 
sections rust and shedding has been 
reported.

Georgia Fruit Men Out 
of Business. 


If it had not been for the quick 
work of the Georgia Fruit exthange 
immediately following the announce- 


ment of railroad washouts and loss of 


south and west through Montgomery, 
to take care of the situation.
